Scientists Have Produced a Tempera­ 
ture That Can Only Be De-- 
scribed as Terrific. 


Until a few years ago it was thought 
that the sun s heat wail the greatest 
that could exist. 
You can realize how’ 
intense it is when you think that the 
rays that burn our faces browrn in sum­ 
mer time have traveled across 92.000,- 
000 miles of space. 
Scientists have succeeded In produc­ 
ing a tem perature that is thousands of 
degrees hotter than the sun’s surface. 
It was desired to study the composi­ 
tion of certain metals, and the only 
way of doing so was to reduce them to 
gas by applying heat.

a huge electrical apparatus was in­ 
stalled which produced heat so terrific

The Public Service Co. have been 
unable to connect this town with Des 
Plaines heretofor because there was 
not sufficient current at th at point to 
also supply the Heights.

plant, sufficient pow’er will be avail­ 
able for alm ost any demand th a t will 
develop in the next ten years. 
New’ electric pow’er contracts made 
by the Public Service Co. during the 
period of 1923, ending May 31, show 
a m arked increase over the two pre­ 
vious two years both in num bers and 
m easured in term s of horse power. 
Up to the date mentioned the total 
of this new business, wdth the de­ 
mand of electric ranges included foots 
up nearly 30 per cent above the to ­ 
tals of the same space of tim e in 
1922 and 1923. 
In some parts of the 
com pany’s territory fully 50 per cent 
of the business which it was estim at­ 
ed, would be secured during all of 
1923, has already been signed up. 
A t W aukegan in the grounds of the 
new’ immense electric generating sta ­ 
tion the Public Service Co. is con­ 
structing a bank of transform ers has 
been installed for the purpose of aid­ 
ing in the building operations. 
E n­ 
ergy transm itted from the present 
W aukegan plant will be stepped down 
through these transform ers and em ­ 
ployed in operating a crane handling 
m achinery for the new plant and also 
other heavy work and m aterial. 
At the company’s big Joliet plant 
an additional 30,000 k. w. generator 
is in process of installation. 
Founda­ 
tions for the machine and much of 
the other preliminary work are fin­ 
ished. 
It is expected the additional 
power supplv involved will be avail­ 
able for distribution in the fall. 
The Public Service Company has in 
operation a new’ ditching m achine in 
its gas construction work.

chine digs a deep trench disposing of 
the excavated m aterial in a conve­ 
nient 
position.

E. Van Norman, 
president of the W orld’s Dairy Con­ 
gress association, which is preparing 
for its international meeting here in 
October. 
The I nited States has reached a 
point where the production and con­ 
sum ption of dairy products are almost 
equal, 
D. 
Van 
Norman 
said, “as 
is indicated by the fact th a t its ex­ 
ports and im ports of dairy products 
nearly balance. 
H ie fact is th at our dairy Industry 
is in a healthy condition and* it is kept 
so by our People’s growing apprecia­ 
tion of dairy products. 
The fact that 
ou r consumption of dairy products to­ 
day alm ost equals our production indi­ 
cates a trem endously rapid growth in 
appreciation. 


Foreign Market Active. 


“ While our foreign business in but­ 
te r and cheese does not reach a great 
volume, our4domestic m arkets are con­ 
stan tly influenced by the conditions 
that obtain in the world m arkets. The 
foreign business which we do carry on 
|ln dairy products also frequently has 
an im portance out of all proportion to 
Its size in the stabilizing of our do­ 
m estic conditions. 
A few weeks ago, 


and that the A ustralian cheese on stor­ 
age amounted to 31,000 crates, against 
a trifle more than 73,000 crates a year 
ago; but th at Australia had 122,000 
crates of cheese afloat and bound for 
England, about 11,000 crates more than 
she had on the w ater at this time last 
year.

Scalping BU! O. tf.'d. 
The house concurred with the sen­ 
ate in making ticket scalping a crime. 
By a vote qf 112 to 0 it passed a bill by 
Senator Denvir (Dem., Chicago), pre­ 
scribing fines of $300 and imprison­ 
ment for one year for scalpers of thea­ 
ter and other amusement tickets. The 
bill prohibits the sale of tickets at a 
higher rate than th at charged at the 
box office. 
Home for Deranged Vets. 
The senate completed its part of the 
necessary action to establish a home 
for the rehabilitation of World w ar 
veterans at Elgin. The program Is em­ 
bodied in three hills, all of which have 
passed the senate. 
One, senate bill 
No. 35, creates the home. It provides 
for the appointm ent of the necessary 
staff to insure care for the service 
men. 
House bill No. 715 appropriates $00,- 
000 to purchase not to exceed 320 
acres of land near or adjacent to the 
Elgin State hospital; and senate bill 
No. 474 appropriates $200,000 for the 
construction of the necessary build­ 
ings and plant. 
Bills to Aid Children. 
The senate adopted several house 
bills In the Interest of children, which 
have now been passed on to the gov­ 
ernor for approval or veto. 
One of the house bills legitim atizes 
children born of m arriages declared 
void. 
The act provides there m ust 
have been a ceremony of some kind. It 
does not relate to common law m ar­ 
riages.
